they have been potent 
enough in exposing the 
errors of the Government, 
they have failed to give, 
even by implication, any 
assurance of their own 
superior discernment, and 
of those statesman-like 
qualities which would pro- 
duce a confidence in their 
capability to amend all that 
which they condemn with 
a glibness and readiness 
which evince ability 
enough, although of a se- 
condary and minor cha- 
racter. Much, very much, 
has been said which is 
clever, pointed, and true, 
by the principal speakers on 
the Conservative side ; but 
we have in vain sought to 
detect beneath this surface 
power the elements of 
English statesmanship, of 
clear and decided views, of 
coherent purposes, and firm 
and steady resolve. They 
are prompt enough to 
accuse Ministers of being 
wanting in all these re- 
spects ; but they impress no 
one with the notion that 
they themselves are the 
persons to supply the de- 
ficiencies which they ex- 
pose. After the experience 
of the tactics of Mr, Disraeli 
and his followers in the 
House of Commons during 
the last month we are fain 
to come to the conclusion 
that on the great questions 
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of the day, and especially on those which have given them 
favourable occasions for keen and pungent criticism on the 
Government, they have afforded no reason for belief that they 
would have conducted the affairs of the country in a better 
manner than the men who now hold office; and they have 
done nothing real and serious to improve and take advantage 
of the prospects which lay before them when Parliament met. 
In the enunciation of such opinions with regard to the Oppo- 
sition, it is by no means intended to imply praise and appro- 
bation of her Majesty’sGovernment. They, too, have exhibited 
questionable characteristics, and may be said to be Ministers 
still, rather because of the irresolution of their opponents than 
because of their own inherent strength. Their policy seems to 
be founded on that rest-and-be-thankful principle which has 
been enunciated by one of the chiefs of the Cabinet ; and there 
is a languor, not to say an indifference, in their mode of conduct- 
ing the affairs of the nation which, in times when political feeling 
ran higher, would bring down on them at once public indignation 
or their summary deposition from office, Every one knows 
that forbearance in the country and irresolution in Parliament 
towards Ministers as a body are foundei on personal consider- 
ations—the public do not like to be hard with Lord Palmerston, 
and the great body of the Conservative party would not follow 
their chiefs in any onslanght which was directed straight upon 
him as Prime Minister. There is a well-founded belief, besides, 
that he is personally over-ruled in his Cabinet by a com- 
bination of men of more puny spirit and narrower political 
conceptions than himself, and that he is thus prevented from 
the exercise of a grander and more truly English policy than 
that which he ostensibly pursues. It may be so; but the fact 


remains that this country is now governed by a Ministry which | 


is a Ministry only because it is one degree less weak in its com- 


ponent parts than the correspondingelements in the Opposition, | 
and that, if events should occur to bring about its dissolution, |

Government that they would be wanting in sagacity if they 
trusted too much either to the inherent disqualifications

THE POLISH INSURRECTION. 


Fifteen hundred insurgents, under the command of Bosak, having 
occupied the town of Opatow, in the government of Radom, were 
attacked, on the morning of the 22nd ult., by a considerable Russian 
force. The engagement lasted the whole day, The Peles, who bad 
barricaded themselves in the houses, inflicted a heavy loss upon the 
Russians. The latter received considerable reinforcements towfirds 
the evening, when the Poles retreated in good order, under cover of 
the night, to the forest of St. Croix. Forty houses in the town were 
reduced to ashes. 

From the Vienna journals we learn that a large portion of the 
population of Galicia is under the sway of the National Polish 
Government, and that a rising against the Imperial Government is 
expected. To thwart this projected insurrection the Austrian Govern- 
ment have placed the province in a state of siege. 


DENMARK AND GERMANY. 


On Wednesday the allies made a close reconnaissance towards 
Diippel, and it is believed that some important operations will soon 
take place. The Danes have burned down all the farms on the line 
of their outposts. A letter from Alsen says :— The Danes are adding 
bastion to bastion and trench upon trench, so as to make assurance 
doubly sure. All that the engineers here asked was just a fortnight’s 
breathing time, and during this interval new works have risen as if 
by magic, and whenever the assailants are ready they will be quite 
sure to find the defenders fully as ready for them.” 

No change has taken place in the position of the Austro- Prussians 
in Jutland. They still occupy Kélding. That small town, with a 
population of 20,000, is situated in Jutland, at about three miles from 
the frontier of Schleswig, on the road to Fredericia. The town is 
defended by well-constructed fieldworks ; but the Danes, feeling the 
impossibility of seriously resisting on that point the efforts of 
the allied army, evacuated it in order to concentrate themselves on 
Fredericia, where they have considerable means of defence. It is 
easy to understand the importance of the strategical position occupied 
by the allied army at Kolding, which is only about seven miles from 
Fredericia by a good road. ‘The allied army, thus , commands 
both Diippel and Fredericia, and in case of need may remove the 
means of attack from one point to the other. On Monday a cavalry 
engagement between two squadrons of Germans and two of Dancs 
took place near Fredericia. The Danes appear to’ have been. suc-

| of your Majesty, with federal troops, and under their protection, permitted a 


revolution, to the advantage of an unauthorised pretender, the great Powers 
of Germany bave sent their armies acroes the frontier of the kindgom of 
Denmark. This step, as they assert, has been taken in order to seize as a pledge 
the Danish country of Schleswig, which was, in 1721, once more incorporated 
and guaranteed to the Danish Crown, and over which neither Germany 
nor her great Powers have ever poesessed the right of guardianship.

Banish accounts of the sharp fight at Oversee, during the retreat 
from the Dannewerk, state that out of 2750 men engaged on their 
side 815 were killed or wounded ; and of 4000 Austrians engaged 738 
were put hors de combat. This would show that nearly every fourth 
man was killed or wounded. 

An Austrian gun-boat has captured a Danish merchantman laden 
with coffee in the Mediterranean, and has left the prize at the Island 
cf Cephalonia. 

The Austro- Prussian Commissioners in Schleswig have re-estab- 
lished the law by which persons secking to be admitted to a position in 
the Church or the civil rervice must prove that they are qualified by at 
least two years’ studentship in the University of Kiel. The abolition 
of this essential of qualifications was one of t! e great grievances com- 
plained of by the Schleswig-Holstein ee 

At Kiel, yesterday week, Duke Frederick of Augustenburg received 
an address presented by a deputation from all parts of Schleswig 
stating that the people of Schleswig would accept no other Prince as 
their sovereign than the Duke. In reply, the Prince declared his 
intention of never surrendering his rights. The deputation is said to 
have consisted of 1600 members, some of whom were elected (one 
member representing about 400 inhabitants of the province), while 
the rest had joined voluntarily. The agitation in favour of the 
Pretender is, however, visibly on the decline, and is plainly dis- 
couraged by the Austrians and Prussians. 

At the sitting of the Federal Diet on Thursday week Austria and 
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Prussia proposed that the command-in-chief of the army in Holstein 
should be transferred to Prussia, and that two new civil commis- 
sioners should be appointed by the two great German Powers. The 
propositions were referred to the committee. 
he report of the committee upon the Holstein succession question 
also came on for debate on Thursday week. Articles | and 2 of the 
eee of the committee, stating the Treaty of London not to be 
inding upon the Diet, were rejected. Articles 3 and 4, rejecting the 
claims of the representative of the King of Denmark to a place in the 
Diet, and ordering a further report on the succession question—in the 
re-framing of which the Treaty of London must not be taken as a 
basis—were carried. ; 

A popular meeting at Leipsic has passed resolutions in favour of 
the Germanic Confederation immediately declaring war with Denmark, 
of which “the object should, under no circumstance, be other than 
the complete separation of the duchies from Denmark.” 

The following circular despatch has been forwarded by the 
Austrian Government to its diplomatic agents abroad, and has also 
been handed to the Federal Diet :—‘* As Denmark has availed herself 
of present circumstances to exercise the right of capture against 
Austrian, Prussian, and other German merchant-ships, his Imperial 
Apostolic Majesty has been pleased to order the equipment of a 
squadron of the Imperial war navy. Part of this squadron will 
cruise between Gibraltar and the British Channel, and protect not 
only Austrian, but also Prussian and other German merchantmen, 
against the Danish cruisers. Your Excellency is therefore requested 
to bring this measure to the knowledge of the Government to which 
you are accredited.” 

AMERICA, 

News from New York extends to the 19th ult, General M eade left 
Washington on the 15th to resume the permanent command of the 
army of the Potomac. The Federal General Sherman occupied 
Jackson, Mississippi, on the 5th ult., and had advanced to Brandon. 
A portion of his troops occupied Yazoo city on the same day. General 
Thomas is reported to have moved towards Dalton, These advances 
are considered to be the opening of the spring campaign in the south- 
west, which appears likely to comprehend a combined movement 
against Mobile, Savannah, and the Confederate armies and strong- 
holds in Georgia. Naval and military expeditions now preparing at 
New Orleans are to co-operate. It is anticipated that the Confederates 
will open the spring campaign by a formidable raid into Pennsylvania. 

President Davis has issued an address to the army thanking the 
troops for their alacrity. He says that “the spring campaign opens 
under auspices well calculated to sustain their hopes, Assured success 
awaits their struggle for liberty and independence.” 

President Davis has signed a bill prohibiting the exportation of 
tobacco, rice, sugar, and molasses, except by special permit; also a 
bill prohibiting the importation of luxuries after March next, and 
fixing the maximum price at which articles of silk, wool, flax, and 
cotton may be imported. 

A despatch received at Washington from General Butler announces 
that Colonel Straight and about 100 Federal prisoners escaped from 
Richmond by tunnelling under the walls of the gaol. The Colonel 
and twenty other officers had arrived at Williamsburg. Butler had 


sent out cavalry as far as the Chickahominy to assist the flight of the | 


escaped prisoners. Twenty-two officers had been recaptured by the 
Confederates and more were expected to be brought in. The guards 
of the prisoners were placed under arrest, charged with aiding the 
prisoners to escape. 

General Banks had issued orders restoring compulsory labour in 
Louisiana under certain conditions, and declaring that it was the duty 
of the people to re-establish the civil Government, and that “ indif- 
ference would be treated as a crime.” 

The Supreme Court has decided against Mr. Vallandigham’s 
application to annul the sentence passed upon him by the military 
court. 

The House of Reprezentatives, by a majority of twenty-one, have 
passed a resolution in favour of an amendment to the Constitution 
abolishing slavery. 


Details are given of a wholesale destruction of blockade-runners. | 


The Wild Dayrell was run ashore near Stump Inlet, and was 
completely destroyed by her captors. The estimated value of ship 
and cargo was 200,000 dols. The steamer Nutfield, an iron paddle- 
steamer, which sailed from London in December last, and was bound 
from Bermuda to Wilmington, was run ashore to escape pursuit near 
New River Inlet. She also was fired and destroyed. Her cargo 
consisted of arms and ammunition, including a battery of 
eight Whitworth guns. Some of her crew were drowned in 
endeavouring to reach the shore in a_ boat. 
Dee, a new double-screw iron steamer, recently from London, was 
run ashore and burnt off Masonboro’. She was loaded with lead, 
coffee, and bacon. Seven of her crew were taken prisoners. The 
side-wheel steamer Fanny and Jennie was run ashore and destroyed 
in close proximity to the Dee, Twenty-five of her crew were taken 
prisoners. The capture of the Emily, a new steamer, from London, 
and of the steamer Cumberland are also reported. The latter was 
taken while on the passage from Havannah to Mobile, and was laden 
with arms and ammunition. 


INDIA, CHINA, AND JAPAN, 

By the Calcutta mail we have correspondence and papers from 
Calcutta to the 23rd of January, from Shanghai to the 8thof January, 
and from Hong Kong to the 15th of January. 

Advices from Calcutta are meagre, two days only having elapsed 
since the departure of the previous mail to England. “We are 
happy to state,” says the Hurkuru, “ that the commercial crisis has 
passed, and that there is a sensible improvement in the money 
market.” The first locomotive in connection with the railway in 
Ceylon has been landed at Colombo, and a part of the railway will 
shortly be open for traffic. 

The news from China is not important. Major Gordon still 
remained inactive. He was supposed to be waiting for an answer to 
his remonstrance to the Imperial Government against the Futae’s 
treachery in executing the Taeping chiefs whom Major Gordon had 
given his pledge to spare. The Futae’s report of the affair was 
dispatched before Major Gordon’s, and had reached the capital while 
the other was en route. The consequence was that the Futae had 
been promoted to honours of such magnitude that he is to be allowed 
to wear yellow in the Emperor's presence. Major Gordon had 
10,000 tacks sent to him (upwards of £3000) along with some marks of 
distinction, which he immediately returned. A shock of earthquake 
had been felt at Hankow, and three hundred workmen were buried 
by the falling of an embankment. At the other porta on the Yang-Tse 
there is nothing etirnng. 

The news from Japan is of a pacific character, and commercial 
relations were being renewed. A private letter, dated Dec. 17, says :— 
“The Tycoon’s Government have written a letter to Colonel Neale, 
stating how glad they were that all was settled, and hoping that 
our amicable relations would not again be interrupted. Trade is 
vigorous,”

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Or the number of distinguished 
painters who have lately been 
removed by death there is none 
whose loss will be more deeply 
felt than that of William Dyce— 
whose laborious and anxious life 
was terminated by a painful in- 
ternal disease on the 14th ultimo. 
Few, if any, living painters 
deserved to be appreciated so 
widely as he that is gone; and 
yet, perhaps, not one was justly 
estimated by so few. The time 
will, nevertheless, come, and 
that soon, when William Dyce 
will be named among Eng- 
land’s greatest ornaments. We 
write this with a full conviction 
of its truth, derived from a day 
spent in careful examination of 
ose great frescoes in the Palace 
of Westminster — the ill - paid 
labour of many years—which will 
rpetuate the name and fame of 
ce to future generations. Des- 
pite chronic ill-health and the 
gigantic nature of the task, quite 
enough has been done for this, 
notwithstanding cruel and un- 
founded reports of his having 
wilfully neglected to comply with 
the conditions of “the bond”; 
and although, like poor Thackeray, 
he was cut off in the prime of his 
wers, leaving one work un- 
nished and others only planned. 
There is, perhaps, at this moment 
no spot in London more truly 
melancholy than the Queen's 
Robing-room of the Palace, 
Westminster, with the un- 
finished frescoes of Dyce on 
the walls, and the painter's im- 
plements and materials lying 
about just ashe left them. And 
the impression is deepened by the 
apprehension, probably only too 
well founded, that the unhappy 
painter was the subject of a grave 
public wrong.

posed with the utmost care and 
deliberation from materials re 
quiring immense research to coi 
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lect, and finished with extreme 
elaboration and minuteness. 

Dyce never courted popular 
applause either by subject or 
treatment; hence, even the few 
works he publicly exhibited 
have probably been “caviare 
to the multitude.” His most 
eminent professional brethren 
and the t informed critics 
esteem him, however, as one of 
the most learned, if not the most 
learned, painter the British school 
has hitherto produced ; one whose 

wers have m most com- 

letely and equally developed. 
fe was imbued with the prin- 
ciples of the purest monumental 
art of Italy, and with the best of 
those of the mural painters of 
Germany, while he reproduced 
them with a freshness and har- 
mony peculiar to himself. When 
he did not astonish or move the 
spectator by some quite unusual 
phase or expression of art—as he 
did occasionally, witness that mar- 
vellous landscape gem the “ Peg- 
well Bay,” exhibited some four 
years since, and a few religious 
pictures—he yet “edited,” so to 
speak, what had been done by 
others in such a way as to give it 
new value and interest. In con- 
summate draughtsmanship, in 
composition, in colour, his frescoes 
especially seem the quintessence 
of all the most valuable traditions 
of the schools, yet they are “ aca- 
demical ” in no depreciatory sense 
of the epithet. He had, in short, 
what the mass of English artists 
are so deplorably in need of—the 
highest artistic culture. If, in- 
deed, his mere scholarship did 
not make him the better artist 
(and certainly Turner, William 
Hunt, and other of our greatest 
painters have had little educa- 
tion), it yet enabled him to treat 
successfully subjects he could not 
otherwise have attempted. 

The leading facts and incidents 
of his life are of more interest 
than is usual in the case of artists. 
William Dyce was born at Aber- 
Geen, in 1806. His father was a 
yhysician of good repute, and 
‘ellow of the Royal Society ; a 
cousin is the Rev. Alexander 
Dyce, the eminent Shakspearean 
critic and editor of the early 
English dramatists. The future 
painter was educated at Marischal 
College, took his degree of M.A. 
at sixteen, and it was then pro- 
posed that he should study the 
profession of medicine ; but such 
was his natural bias towards art 
that he was permitted soon after 
leaving college to enter the Royal 
Scottish Academy. Some of Lis 
earliest appearances in public 
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were with mythological subjects, naturally suggested 
classical a two visits to Rome, having on 


years in that focus of attraction to all 


art; and in 1836 contributed to the Royal Academy Exhibition “ The 
Descent of Veaus,” from Ben Jonson’s “ Triumph of Love.” 

Already Dyce had devoted much attention to ornamental art 
and had m 
lished a mphlet on the management of Schools of Design, then in 
course of 1 being established by the Government. In this pamphlet 
the scheme of art-education proposed was so feasible, and the 
kind of knowledge the author was then so rare, that 
he was offered the head mastership of the new schools, which 
he accepted, in 1839. Soon after he was commissioned by the Go- 
vernment to examine the systems of art-teaching in France, Prussia 
and Bavaria, and the report he made thereon long remained the 
chief authority for the guidance of the schools. In the duties of 
the head mastership Dyce was assisted, in the higher branches of 
design, founded on the study of “the figure” and of the historical 
styles of ornament, by Mr. Herbert, another great figure-painter, and 
afterwards an R.A., who possessed similar qualifications to Dyce, 
while in the department of floral design the head master was assisted 
by Mr. Redgrave, likewise now a Royal Academician. With teachers 
distinguished in the — of that fine-art which is the t 
fountain-head of all the arts of design—as it has proved in Italy 
and wherever the ornamental arts have flourished—the ‘schools were 
rapidly brought into a prosperous condition. It was not long, how- 
ever, before di ments occurred tween the learned pro- 
fessors Dyce and Herbert, on the one hand, and the mere amateurs on 
the other, who formed an influential section of the council. The result 
was that the talents of these able artists were lost to the schools, 
honours and emoluments went to a succession of vastly inferior men, 
and, we are bound to add, that slower and less satisfactory results than 
those at first promised have been attained at an enormous increase 
to the public expenditure. 
other pictures, a “Madonna and Child,” “St. Dunstan Separating 
Edwy and Elgiva,” and “Titian and Irene DaSpilembergo.” In 1844 
(the year he resigned his appointment over the Schools of Design) he 
exhibited “ Joash Shooting the Arrow of Deliverance,” a remarkably 
original work, and notable for its archological propriety—a noble 
picture, the one for which he was, on the first opportunity, elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy. This picture was in the Crystal 
Palace Gallery some six years ago. 

In the Westminster Hall competitions 
ward, and displayed great mastery in the almost unknown process of 
fresco. In 1844, “Two Heads,” part of a large composition, “ The 
Consecration of Archbishop Parker in Lambeth, a.p. 1559,” which 
were of the highest excellence, obtained him a commission for further 
specimens. During this year he was appointed by Prince Albert to 
succeed Etty as one of the painters of the “Comus” pictures of the 
summer-house in the gardens of Buckingham Palace, and subsequently 
he was employed to execute some frescoes at Osborne. In 1845 his 
cartoon, fresco, and coloured sketch for the “ Baptism of Ethelbert ” 
were approved and accepted, and the subject was afterwards executed 
in the House of Lords. In 1849 Dyce commenced the extensive 
series of frescoes in the Queen’s Robing-room, which he has not lived 
to finish. Between the years 1854-7 he executed, with the implied 
consent of the Fine- Art Commissioners, the series of frescoes comprising 
Our Lord Enthroned (a “ Majesty”), the Virgin and Child, and the 
Twelve Apostles, on the east wall of All Saints’ Church, Marylebone, 
which will be memorable in the history of English art as the first 
really important frescoes executed in an English Protestant church. 
A painter so constantly employed on great mural works could ne- 
cessarily be but sparingly represented on the walls of the Academy, 
and the following are his exhibited oil-pictures since 1849, when he 
was elected a Royal Academician:—“ Omnia Vanitas;” “The 
Meeting of Jacob and Rachel,”’ a subject afterwards repeated ; “ King 
Lear and the Fool in the Storm,” “Christabel,” “ Titian’s First Essay 
in Colouring,” “The Good Shepherd,” “Contentment,” “St. John 
Leading Home the Virgin,” a profoundly pathetic picture; “ Pegwell 
Bay,” “George Herbert at Bemerton,” and “ Portrait, name unknown.” 
In the last-mentioned works this so-called academical painter carried 
minuteness of realisation farthereven than the pre-Raphaelites. Like 
other great mural painters, Dyce was sometimes not seen to full 
advantage in his oil pictures. In these the colouring was occasionally 
cold and thin, but no such technical drawbacks can be found in the 
frescoes at Westminster. From Dyce’s designs a stained-glass window 
(the choristers’ window) has been erected in Ely Cathedral. and another 
in Alnwick Church, in memory of the late Duke of Northumberland.

The series of frescoes in the Queen's Robing-room is designed to 
illustrate the whole cycle of the famous Arturian romances—to depict 
the aspects and typify the religion, the minstrel poetry, the moral 
code, and the virtues of chivalry.

This noble fresco represents the 
creation of a knight before the assembled Knightsof the Round Table, 
mounted and on foot, the ladies of the Court, the wizard Merlin, a jester, 
and a concourse of spectators of all conditions, The fresco next in size 
is “ Religion,” a strikingly effective composition illustrative of the 
* Vision of Sir Percival and his Company.” The three smaller frescoes 
are “ Generosity "—King Arthur, unhorsed and about to be dispatched 
by the sword of his adversary’s squire, is spared by his vanquisher ; 
“Courtesy,” or Sir Tristram taking the oath of knightly devotion 
before receiving his sword and spurs; and “ Mercy,” personified by a 
lovely, blushing female, in whose praise a young minstrel is singing.

Magnetism which obtained the Blackall prize at Aberdeen ; but he had 
a specially scientific knowledge of music, and early directed attention 
to the neglected choral music of the old com , particularly of 
the school of Palestrina, and eventually founded the Motet Society 
for the revival of ancient church music. The publication, in 1843-4, 
of Dyce’s sumptuous edition of the Prayer-book with its ancient 
“ Canto Fermo,” to which he added an essay on that “kind of music

an extensive acquaintance with classical and medieval antiquities;

logy. He was, as far as we are aware, the only painter, with 
the exception of Mr. Herbert, familiar with the writings of “the 
Fathers.” In answer to Mr. Ruskin’s crude paradoxes on Church polity 
in the pamphlet entitled “ The Construction of Sheepfolda,” he wrote 
the able and vigorous “ Shepherds and Sheep.”

THE name of Mr. Jutsum has usually been identified with repre- 
sentations of English landscape in ite brightest vernal freshness, 
when the fields and foliage are all clothed in the vivid green of 
spring. Such representations can, by-the-way, scarcely be too 
brilliant or too verdant, except for the old school of “ brown tree” 
landscape, or to eyes which have been demoralised by the contem- 
plation of London fog and grime, smoke and soot. There is now, 
indeed, im the British Institution Exhibition a landscape, by Mr. 
Juteum, “The Banks of the Thames” (23), with the characteristics 
to which we allude. But in the picture No. 63 in the same Exhi- 
bition, engraved on the preceding page, we see the painter's skill dis- 
played in a different class of effects, which he attempts less fre- 
quently, and to which he has here resorted with gain rather than loss 
to his art. Many of our painters do less than justice to their powers 
by a too unvarying choice of subject. 
The season which Mr. Jutsum has here chosen for illustration is 
“ Autumn,” as the title informs us; and “ the woods,” where autumnal 
influences are more especially apparent, are placed before us to give

It is proposed to commemorate the elevation of the Rev, 
Harold Browne to the bishopric of Ely by erecting a stained-glass window in 
the parish church of Kenwyn, Corn , of which he is Vicar. 

The Bishop of Gibraltar has appointed the Rev. F. H. 8,

The Bishop of London has been appointed by the Board of 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England to be the episcopal member of their 
“ estates committee,” vice the Bishop of Winchester, who retires. The positiun 
had been filled by the Bishop of Winchester since the retirement from it of tle 
late Bishop Blomfield in 1856, 


A handsome stained-glass window has been erected in the 
south transept of St. Patrick's Cathedral, Armagh, as a monument to the late 
Lord Primate. His Lordship teok a deep interest in the restoration of the 
building, and expended towards that object upwards of £30,000. The subjects 
selected by the artists, Messrs. Lavers and Barraud, are well carried out. 


On Wednesday, Miss Burdett Coutts laid the foundation-stone 
of a new church in Carlisle, to be called St. Stephen’s Church, and to be erected 
at her cost. The site of the proposed building is at the junction of Hewsen 
and James streets. The church will be in the Geometric Gothic style, and 
will be 120 ft. long and 62 ft. wide. The spire will be 120ft. high, tapering 
gradually, and finished with an ornamental gilt cross. 


The Convocation of the Province of York, at their sitting 
last week, could not come to any satisfactory understanding on the subject of 
the Burial Service. A report against any alteration in the service was 
approved by a large majority of the Lower House, but rejected by two to one 
of the Upper House—the Bishops of Durham and Carlisle voting against the 
Archbishop of York. The Convocation agreed to the alteration of the 29th canon

respecting Sp s at Bap vote was unanimous in the Upper 
House, and nearly so in the Lower. 


The Bishop of London met the clergy of his diocese, on 
Thursday, at Willis’s Rooms, to lay before them the statistics which he had 
collected respecting the spiritual wants of London, and to consult them as to 
the best mode of enlisting the sympathy of their parishioners in the efforts 
being made to supply these wante. Upwards of 700 of the clergy of the 
diocese were in attendance, and his Lordship presided. The sum which has 
been collected since the commencement of their operations is £94,262, out of 
which various disbursements have been made to the Church Building Society, 
to the Home Missionary Institution, and to various parishes, to enable 
additions to be made to the stipends of the curates, and for other purposes, 
amounting altogether to several thousand pounds.

Lord Lyttelton, Lord Lieutenant of Worcestershire, has issued 
a circular on the subject of the state and prospects of the restorations in pro- 
grees in Worcester Cathedral, in which he states what has been done and what 
ins to be pleted. Externally, the whole of the fabric east of the 
tower has been restored, the east end and the two eastern transepts having 
been in a great measure rebuilt. All the windows have been altered, and new 
buttresses and pinnacles erected, The two west transepts have been thoroughly 
repaired, and a large new window inserted in the north-west transept. Inter- 
nally, the whitewash and plaster have been removed from the walls both of the 
choir and nave, the whole of the vaulting repaired, two large piers rebuilt, 
two unsightly walls removed, the marble shafts and carved work restored, the 
bosses regilt, and part of the ancient painting renewed. Some ancient rooms 
have been converted into vestries, and the chapter-room restored within and 
without. The whole expense of these works (amounting to near £31,000) has 
been defrayed from capitular funds. There yet remains to be done—externally, 
the north-wert and south sides of the nave to be restored, a new large west 
window, and the cloisters thoroughly repaired; internally, the floor of the 
nave to be repaired at a charge of £1000, the cathedral to be lighted and 
warmed, the whole of the choir remodelled, a new organ, screen, and reredos 
to be erected, organ to be reconstructed, floor repaired, and the stalls and 
fittings materially improved, Plans for these alterations have been prepared 
by Mr. G. G. Scott, in conjunction with Mr. Perkins, the cathedral architect. 
The sum needed is—for the exterior, £8240; for the interior, £13,740: total, 
£21,980, It is proposed to raise the sum by public subscription, the Chapter 
of Worcester Cathedral having exhausted all the resources at their command 
for the prosecution of these great works.

Ir would seem as if the chief of the Opposition had organised a series 
of Monday evening entertainments, lasting from five to six o'clock. 
There would also seem a probability that the series was intended to 
be continued until further notice; but after the check which he 
received this week the continuation is at least doubtful. To speak 

inly, once more Mr. Disraeli has inaugurated the week in Par- 
iament by delivering one of his bitter and sarcastic impeachments of 
the foreign policy of the Government; and the air of alacrity and 
self-confidence which he has worn on former occasions of the like 
kind was not diminished by the circumstance that Lord Palmerston 
was this time in his place, having come in early, as if with a pre- 
sentiment of his presence being required. Sreeng, Paar, to the 
supposed shyeleal weakness of the Premier, Mr. Disraeli went in 
for unlimited smartness ; and, if it would not be considered improper, 
we should say, was fantastically eloquent and just a trifle too reckless. 
Neither he nor any one else, looking to the antecedents of Lord 
Palmerston in the present Session, expected that he would come out 
as the roused lion and play the part with such spirit and effect. Itis 
not too much to say that the Prime Minister sprang up from his seat— 
an unwonted action with him now—laid aside stick and hat after the 
old fashion, balanced himself on his heels—as his manner was for 


many a long day—and gave ont, with that strength of voice 
whi he used until lately always to display, one of those 
‘si hlets,” of which he is a master, which are full of cut 


and thrust at his adversary, turn away attention from the 
int exactly in issue, seem to be full of matter, but tell nothing; 
and finally, by confusing and mystifying, inevitably end in the dis- 
comfiture of the speaker to whom he is replying. It is to be observed, 
though it was not observed until after the speech was delivered, that, 
in fact, the First Minister did not defend his Foreign Secretary at all, 
and what he did say of him was actually more ironically damaging 
to that functionary than Mr. Disraeli’s potent attack. The very 
wise in their political generation caught up this idea, and augured 
all kinds of foregone conclusions, and all sorts of possible 
results therefrom. However all this may be, what is certain is 
that the House warmed with the renewed warmth of Lord 
Palmerston, accepted thoroughly his old influence, and laughed with 
and applauded him in a manner which seemed as if they were really 
grateful for his giving them once more a taste of his special quality. 


On the same evening there occurred a very singular episode. Ina 
moment of fiery inspiration—originating one wonders from what 
source—Mr. Cox set himself to rip up a mystery. As every one 
knows, the Procureur Imperial, in the trial of the Italian conspirators 
in Paris, alleged that one of them was in direct communication witha 
house in London which was the abode of a member of Parliament and 
a member of her Majesty's Government. There was no difficulty, 
of course, in fixing the gentleman meant, and no doubt Mr. Cox was 
bursting with indignation at such an accusation, and believed that he 
was doing Mr. Stansfeld the very best service by bringing the matter 
to a personal issue in the house. Of course an opportunity was 
afforded to that gentleman to vindicate himself from an accusation 
which might have been annoying if it had come from any other source, 
and if it had not been mixed up with criminal proceedings which 
two thirds of the world believe to have had their origin in the over- 
zealous machinations of a police which was feeling itself to be grow- 
ing idle and, so far, unimportant; but assuredly the tone adopted 
by the House generally was sufficient to show that they thought the 
interference of the repudiating-suspicion member for Finsbury was 
gratuitous and perfunctory; and the almost unanimous voice which 
was raised to put a stop to the interrogations of Mr. Hennessy and 
Mr. Alderman Rose, and scouted the affair down into an abrupt and 
decided conclusion, will no doubt find its echo in the country, if by 
any chance such a matter should be chosen anywhere for discussion. 
In truth, this is a crying specimen of the inquisitorial powers which 
the House of Commons seems to have taken to itself, and which has 
a dangerous tendency to increase. Public men, obscure men, every 
class of men find themselves day by day arraigned before the House 
in regard to matters with which Parliament has nothing todo. One 
would net be surprised if, some day, one of the advocates of the Maine 
Liquor Law were to move for a return of the number of glasses of 
wine and spirits which were consumed by members individually and 
collectively during the Session, or anything equally absurd and 
offensive. 

Now that the Estimates are got before the Honse they naturally 
occupy a great deal of Parliamentary time, and do not furnish 
salient points for observation and remark. At least, this may 
be said, that Lord Clarence Paget, who has had the pas with 
the Navy Estimates, seems to have come down to the House 
this year like a giant refreshed. With all his powers of 
optimism in full vigour, he yet seems to have adopted a greater 
independence of tone, and does not assume so deprecating an 
air of injured innocence as he was wont to do in former years. He 
has had one or two sharp encounters with Sir John Hay, in which he 
bore himself with a spirit and a determination which are highly 
commendable and which sit well upon him. There were some rumours 
that Lord Clarence intended to throw the labouring oar in naval 
matters this Session on Mr. Stansfeld; but, on the contrary, he is 
more assiduous, more ready, and more effective in his manage- 
ment than ever. The mention of Sir John Hay tempts one to 
say a word with regard to that most active, most inde- 
fatigable member. The very beau ideal of a smart and excellent 
naval captain, Sir John has brought all the qualities which have 
caused him to have acquired such distinction in his profession to bear 
on his new career of member of Parliament. No one moves for more 
returns, asks more questions, or makes more motions, all tending and 
belonging to naval affairs; and he has a glib readiness of speech. 
slightly depreciated by a monotonous tone of voice, and an air of 
downright blunt conscientiousness, which have rendered him in a Session 
and a half one of the best known private members in the Honse. 
There is just a shade of suspicion that, if he does not take 
care, he may degenerate into boredom, which would be a pity 
in the case of so really fine a fellow. For instance. one can well 
understand Sir John Hay being everlastingly and almost unreasonably 
busy in regard to everything that concerns the Navy; but pple 
may insinuate a charge of undue restlessness if they find him Just as 
busy on the malt-tax question—which he was one evening not long 

Does any one, who knows him and his ways, understand that Mr. 
Gladstone can be patient and long-suffering on occasions? To our 
mind, he has shown himself master of these qualities under circum- 
stances of special temptation and no ordinary provocation. There 
is in the House, we may mention for the benefit of that 
large mass of the population of the British Isles which is 
ignorant of the important fact, a Mr. Frederick Lygon, who being 
one of the representatives of the younger-son aristocracy, in virtue 
of that circumstance, was given the office of Civil Lord of the 
Admiralty in the last days of Lord Derby's last Government, when it 
seemed as if that chief thought it of no consequence what appoint- 
ments he made. This has entitled Mr. Lygon to sit on the first 
Opposition bench ; and from that advantageous he was last 

in the habit of nibbling at details of measures of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, always about one o'clock in the 
morning. How this was done it is not nece to say; the 
few witnesses of the successive repetitions of these Tom Thumb 
assaults alone know their tone and irit. They were, how- 
ever, borne with extraordinary good nature, and Mr. Gladstone, who 
even condescended to argue and to reason on the matter, never put 
out any of his strength towards the demolition of one whom he no 
doubt thought but a puny adversary. Well, onenight this week, the 
coast being clear and the opportunity favourable, and the hour that 
which be deems propitious, Mr. Lygon commenced his old game, 
and with an increased confidence derived from former impunity. 
Curiously enough, Mr. Gladstone, who last year was normally 
impatient and unstable, but who this Session has been ail 
smiles and good humour, appeared to have had enongh of Mr. 
Lygon, and, having his temper fally under command, rose 
and quietly overwhelmed his aspiring critic with a flood of 
sarcasm and insinuated taunt from which it is not very likely that the 
submerged member will rise again in ahurry. The lookers-on, who 
enjoyed the scene, had but one regret, and that was that the witnesses 
of it were so few ; for it was worthy of a full audience.

Mr. Gladstone expects to be able to make his financial statement on the 
7th of April. 

Lord R. Cecil gave notice of a motion to the effect “ that it is unconsti- 
tutional and inconsistent with the right of her Majesty's subjects for any 
Minister of the Crown, without statute authority or power to do so, to order 
the detention of ships belonging to owners in this country.” 

Mr. Layard, in answer to a question from Mr. Dalglish, stated that the 
armour-plated vessel recently launched on the Clyde for the Danish Govern- 
ment would remain in her present incomplete state while hostilities were 
going on between Denmark and Germany. She was aliowed to leave the 
stocks on the assurance of the Danish Minister that no attempt would be 
made to fit ber out, and this promise had been “ honourably” observed. 

The attention of the House was drawn to the statement made by the Pro- 
cureur Imperial on the late trial of the conspirators against the life of the 
Emperor of the French, that a letter written by Greco to a M. Flower was 
addressed to 35, Thurloe-square, Brompton, the residence of a member of the 
British Parliament. Mr. Stansfeld indignantly denied that there was any 
particle of truth in the statement, and also pledged his personal knowledge of 
M. Mazzini for the conviction that he was incapable of having had any 
concern in the base conspiracy. 

OUR FOREIGN RELATIONS.—Mr. DISRAELI invited the Government to 
furnish some information respecting the state of our relations with the Con- 
tinent of Europe. He understood that Ministers had been successful, after 
some fruitless efforts, in a new proposition which they had made in relation to 
the affairs of Denmark—namely, that a conference, pendente lite, should be 
held by the Great Powers and those who were interested in the differences 
between Denmark and Germany, and that it had been accepted by the French 
Government. For himself, he must confess that he entertained great distrust 
of conferences pendente lite—Lord PALMERSTON replied to the hon. gentle- 
man with great severity, charging him with making unfair attacks on the 
noble Foreign Secretary and being willing to precipitate the country into war. 
Whereas he asserted the object of the Government was to bring together parties 
of apparentiy incompatible opinions, and to produce a peaceable settlement of 
that which threatened to be a European war.— After some remarks from Mr. S. 
FITZGERALD the subject dropped. 

THE NAVY ESTIMATES. 

The House then went into Committe: of Supply on the Navy Estimates, 
resuming at the consideration of the first vote. 

The votes of 71,950 men, of £2,874,647 for their wages, and £1,304,129 for 
victualling them, afver discursive and critical debate, were passed. 

On the vote of £168,000 for the Admiralty Office, Mr. LINDSAY moved the 
reduction of the vote by £5200, the salaries of the five Junior Lords of the 
Admiralty —his object being to do away with the board. On a division, the 
amendment was negatived by 109 to 10, and the vote agreed to; as was £300,718 
for Coastguard, Naval Coast Volunteers, and Naval Reserve. 

On the vote of £71,276 for the scientific branch, Mr. A. SMITH moved the 
reduction of the vote by £2300, the charge for a school of naval architecture. 
On a division, the amendment was negatived by 100 to 15, and the vote agreed 
to jeeme £192,574 for establishments at home, and £37,668 for establishments 
abroad,

ALLEGED FEDERAL RECRUITING IN IRELAND, 

The Marquis of CLANRICARDE, in moving for copies of any papers that 
might have been received by the Government relative to recruiting in Ireland 
for the army of the Federal States, inquired whether any remonstrance against 
such a proceeding had been addressed to the authorities at Washington. It 
was, he said, noterious that American agents had been enlisting recruits in 
the sister island, and, as it was in violation of the principle of neutrality and a 
breach of international law, he urged that it was the duty of the Government 
to put a stop to it. 

Earl RUSSELL said he had no doubt that any attemp* 
Federals to enlist rec 





on the part of t? 
theirarmy in Ireland wouil be a bre 
principle of neutrality, and that it was an offenc? against onr own mun 
laws, which, if detected, would subject the offender to punishment, and justify 
strong complaints to the Government of the United States. On more than 
one occasion he had alrealy complained that such practices as the noble 
Marquis had adverted to were going on on behalf of the Federal Government 
in Ireland, and he had opened a correspondence with Mr. Adams on the b- 
ject. That gentleman had, however, indignantly denied the truth of euch 
allegations ; and, having received that denial, he (Zarl Russell) felt obliged to 
wait until some case had oqcurred in which proof was forthcoming. 

The Earl of DoNOUGHMORE observed that the conduct of the Foreign Office 
in the particular case w 2 had been made the subject of inquiry contrasted 
most unfavourably with the course they had adopted in reference to the steam- 
rams, 

The Earl of DERBY inquired whether the Government had received any 
information from the authorities at Cork and Dublin to the effect that persons 
were in the habit of assembling in those places for the purpose of going through 
military drill and exercise, and, if so, whether they had taken any measures to 
put down such illegal proceedings. 

Ea’l GRANVILLE replied that the Dublin anthorities had directed the 
attention of the police to the proceedings of the Fenian Brotherhood, and there 
was reason to believe that it was a perfectly contemptible organisation. 

The moti-n for papers was then withdrawn.

CIVIL SERVICE AND MISCELLANEOUS ESTIMATES, 

Mr. MARSH moved that the Civil Service and Miscellaneous Estimates have 
been for many years rapidly increasing, and ought to be reduced. in 1835 the 
amount of those estimates was £2,393,000, while in 1863 it wae £7,805,000. 
There was thus a difference of £5,412,000, which, if the estimates were reduced 
to the level of 1835, would be available for the reduction of taxation. Looking, 
however, to the manner in which reduced taxes recovered themeelres, he 
thonght at least one third might be added to that amount, bringing it up to 
£7 ,576,000, which sum the Chancellor of the Exchequer might fairly and 
safely deal with in the remission of taxation. This was equivalent to the 
whole of the income tax; to nearly the whole of the stamp duties, including 
the fire insurance duty; it was more than the malt tax; and would enable 
half the tea and sugar duties to be remitted. He contended that on every 
ground it was desirable that the expenditure should be reduced, and at some 
length pointed out where savings might be effected. 

Mr. F. PEEL, in reply, said the increase in the Civil Service and Mis- 
cellaneons Estimates was more apparent than real, and the actual expenditure 
was a subject rather of congratulation than of regret. At considerable 
length he went into the details of the estimates, and showed in what items 
the increase had arisen. He should be glad if any means of reducing the 
estimates could be shown, but at present he thonght the motion of the hon. 
gentieman too sweeping, and hoped he would withdraw it. 

After a brief discussion, in which Mr. Torrens, Mr. Newdegate, and Mr. 
Ewart took part, Mr. Marsh withdrew his motion.

Herbert in the year 1861, and is inexpedient.”—-The Marquis of HARTINGTON 
said, from the unusual pressure on the revenue of the country, on account of 
the New Zealand war and other circumstances, the Government had deter- 
mined not to call out the yeomasry from a wish to make the Estimates as 
low as possible.—General PEEL condemned the course pursued by the Govern- 
ment towards the yeomanry as impolitic and unjustifiable.— Lord PALMERSTON 
said the Government fully appreciated the services of the yeomanry force, and 
were only induced to take this step from a view to economy.—After a few 
words from Sir W. MILES, the House divided, when Colonel Edwards’s motion 
was negatived by only amajority of one, the numbers being 157 to 158, 

The House then went into Committee. 

The Marquis of HARTINGTON entered into an explanation of the Army 
Estimates. The total amount required this year was £14,844,888, against 
£15,06 in 1863-4, showing a decrease of £215,349. It was true that 
objections were made to this reduction, but the Government were pursuing a 
peace policy, and these were peace estimates. If the honourable gen- 
tlemen opposite desired a war policy, he could then understand their 
objections ; but he pointed out that great efforts had been made for some years, 
and the Army was now placed in a most efficient state, the reserves and sup- 
plies of arms and stores had now reached a proper complement, and they could 
safely relax from the special exertions and the special estimates of previous 
years. He concluded by moving a vote for 146,766 men, exclusive of the troops 
in India, for the service of the year ending March 31, 1865, 

A discussion ensned, in thé course of which several members expressed their 
disapprodation of the proposed reduction in the number of men, and especially 
that the diminution shou!d be made in the artillery, cavalry, and engineers.

Her Majesty's Government had, however, 
given every attention to the case of Captain Speke, and other cases 
of a similar character; but they were not prepared to take any steps in the 
way of their special recognition.—Sir W. MILES gave notice of his intention

Stink MOSES MONTEFIORE’S SERVICES AT MoRocco,—Mr. LAYARD, in 
reply to Alderman Salomons, said that despatches had been received on the 
subject of Sir Moses Montefiore’s services on behalf of the Jews at SaM™l. He 
(Mr. Layard) could not believe that the Sultan gave any sanction to the 
cruelties inflicted upon the Jews within his territories. Sir Moses Montefiore 
bad certainly succeeded in obtaining a mitigation of those severities and in 
getting some of the prisoners released. The hon. gentleman then paid a 
high tribate to the hon, Baronet for having at his advanced age undertaken 
the journe Morocco on behalf of his unfortunate co-religionixta In that

THE GALWAY MAIL CONTRACT.—Mr. BAXTER asked the Secretary to the 
Treasury whether there was any truth in the following statement, extracted 
from the Galway Gazette :—* The directors of the Atlantic Company have 


applied to the Post Office authorities for permission to discontinue the mail 
service between Galway and America until June next. They have also inti- 
mated their intention of entering upon negotiations with another company for 
the nse of steamers to commence the service at that time, as the ships of the 
company will not be in readiness to saileven then. The directors are reported 
to be of opinion that they cam never carry out their contract with the ships at 
present in their possession, and will, in all probability, endeavour to effect a 
sale of their interest in the project, with a transfer of the mail subsidy, to some 
existing company more capable of carrying out the project than they are ;" 
aleo, in bow many instances the vessels of the company have kept 
con‘tact time; and if her Majesty’s Government is still of opinion 
that this service is a great public benefit to Ireland.—Mr. PEEL 
said that the cirenmetances of the case were correct as represented 
by the hon. member, with the exception of the statement that the 
company were in communication with another company with a view to the 
transfer of the contract. Is a great many of the voyages the company had 
incurred the penalties under the contract, but in some few cases in which they 
had exceeded the stipulated time the company could not be held entirely 
responsible. He could not say he thought the contract had been of much 
benefit to the country. 

Cutna.—Colonel SYK ES called attention to the resolations of Consuls repre- 
senting European nations at Shanghai on the 16th of November, 1863, and 
entered at rome length into a hiswory of the proceedings of the English in 
China, condemning the conduct of the Chinese Imperialists and the cruelties 
of the natives generally.—Lord PALMERSTON admitted that the plan of the 
Englirh Government in permitting, by order in Council, a British naval force 
to be established, under Captain Osborne and Mr. Lay, and allowing British 
naval officers to enter that service, had proved a failure, and both the orders in 
Council bad been revoked. Every nation had its peculiar faults, but the 
Chinese had two—namely, cruelty and perfidy. He was informed that steps 
had been taken to punish the crimes committed by the Fantoo of Soochow. 
All the papers in the poesesion of the Government respecting the matter 
would be produced.—A/ter afew words from Mr, White and Mr. Kinnaird, the 
subject dropped. 

CONFEDERATE WAR VESSELS IN BRITISH PorTSs.—Mr. J. G. SuAW 
LEFEVRE called attention to the course pursued by the agents of the Con- 
federate States of America in fitting out vessels of war and enlisting seamen 
in the ports of this country in violation of the laws of neutrality.—The 
SOLICITOR-GENERAL said the Government was first of all blamed for siding 
with the North, and now they were charged with partiality towards the 
South. He thought he had better let those two accusations answer each other. 
The hon. and learned gentleman then proceeded to defend the Government, 
and to show that they had done all in their power to act with impartiality 
and to maintain a strict neutrality. 

PENAL SERVITUDE.—On the second reading of the Penal Servitude Acts 
Amendment Bill, Mr. ADDERLEY moved its rejection, upon which a lengthy 
discussion ensued, in which the arguments for and against the measure which 
were adduced on the introduction of the bill were repeated by Mr. Beach, Mr.

THE METROPOLITAN RAILWAY ScHEemMES—The Parlia- 
mentary Committee charged with the consideration of these schemes has con 
menced by reporting that nine of theschemes submitted to their consid 
should not be proceeded with. The Committee then report as to eleven ot 
bills which may be permitted to be proceeded with. What the Committee has 
virtually recommended for adoption is, first,a line of railway undergro 
from Charing-cross to the London and North-Western, under St. Martin's 
lane, St. Giles’s, and Tottenham-court-road ; undergro 
railway from the Kensington Station I Victoria Sta- 
tion, Westminster Bridge, thence by the embankment to Blackfriars, 1 
New Cannon-+treet and Eastcheap to Tower-hill; and third, a line from t 
Blackwall Rail way, under the basin of the London Docks, through the Thames 
Tunnel, and thence to the Greenwich Railway and the London and Bright 
Station at New Cross, The latter project gets rid of the Outer Circle and its 
high-level bridge at Limehonse, which is condemned; but it may be a great 
question for engineers which is the more desirable or the more practicable, to 
pass over the Thames by a bridge at Limehouse 150 ft. above high-water mark 
or to pass under the river by a line of railway below the London Docks, and 
through the Thames Tunnel, 150 ft. below high-water mark. 


The South London Working Classes’ Industrial Exhibition 
was opened on Tuesday in presence of the Karl of Shaftesbury and a number 
of influential gentlemen. The exhibition consisted of articles made by work- 
ing men, chiefly in their spare hours, and the various objects shown display a 
wonderful amount of ingenious and skilful labour. The meeting war addressed 
by the Earl of Shaftesbury, who declared from his own experience that the 
working classes had improved more than 50 per cevt within the last twenty- 
five years. The novle Karl urged upon them increased individual exertion, 
and the exercise of temperance and economy, in order to raise themeelves in the 
social ecale and secure for them those political rights to which, with a justi 
flable ambition, they were looking. Mr. Bright also delivered an cloquent 
address, He said that the fate of the working man “epended chiefly on the 
action of the Government under which he lived and on his own moral character. 
While insisting on the neceesity of wise and good government, he said that, 
unless the working classes themselves were temperate, ind 
the best Government In the world could not prevent them from sinking into a 
state of hopeless degradation. Sir 8. M. Peto (who gave a conation of fifty 
guineas to the exhibition), Mr. Warner, M.P., the Rev. Newman Hall, andotvher 
gentlemen aleo addressed the meeting. The exhibition consiste, for the most 
part, of objects of utility and taste which have been produced by the exhibitors, 
who are all working men, during the hours of leisure snatched trom their daily 
toil. These articles are classified as u-eful, ingenious, ornamental, ecientific, 
artistic, literary, amusing, and curious, and they bear marks of labour and ekill. 


A meeting of the Royal National Life-boat Institution was 
held on Thursday, at its house, John-street, Adelphi. A reward of £25 was 
voted to the crew of the Redcar life-boat of the institution for saving the 
crew of seven men from the schooner Brothers, of Whitby, which, during a 
storm on the night of the 17th ult., was wrecked on some rocks off Redcar. 
The life-boat, which is the oldest in the kingdom, was stove in on the occasion 
and was afterwards found to be affected with dry rot. Messrs. John Crossley 
and Sons, of Halifax, have promised the institution to defray the cost of a 
new life-boat for this station. The Holyhead life-boat of the institution had 
been instrumental in bringing to places of safety, at great risk and with much 
exertion, the brigantine Boa Nova, of Oporto, and tie echconer Britannia, and 
their crews, which, during a gale of wind, were observed in dangerous posi 
tions. The New Brighton tubular life-boat of the society had rendered im- 
portant services to the ship Contest, of Liverpool, whose crew were found by 
the life-boat, off the Mereey, completely exhausted. The silver medal of the 
institution was voted to Mr. W. O. Buck, R.N., chief officer of coastguard at 
Winchelsea, Sussex, and £1 each to five of his men, for palling off ina 
guard-boat, and saving, at much risk of.life, a poor fellow from the sunken 
fishing-cutter Thetis, of Jersey. On returning to the shore one of the coast 
guard men, named George Terry, was unfortunately washed out of the boat 
and perished. The institution voted £10 in aid of the local subscription 
for his widow. Various other rewards were likewise granted for saving 
by these boats and other means thirty-four persons from various wrecks. 
Mra, M. A. Hopkins and her daughter presented to the institution £200 to pay 
the cost of the Blackpool life-boat, asa memorial of the late R. W. Hopkins, Exq 
It was reported that Sir John Pakington, Bart., M.P., had kindly promi«d to 
preside over the annual meeting of the society to be held at the London Tavern 
on the 15th inst.

James Carling, Mr. H. Thompson (of the Stock Exchange), and other 
ministers and gentlemen addressed the meeting, and resolutions were carried 
pledging the constituency to raise additional funds and carry forward the work 
of the society in every part of London. 

The thirty-sixth annual meeting and election of the Merchant Seamen's 
Orphan Asylum Charivy was held on Monday, at the London Tavern—Mr. Henry 
Green, the treasurer, in the chair. The report acknowledged the support the insti- 
tution had received during the past year, which was most encouraging. Six 
hundred new subscribers and donors hai been added in the course of the 
twelvemonth. His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales had consented to 
become a patron of the charity, and had contributed a very liberal donation 
towards its funds. The committee again recorded the increased beneficence of 
Lady Morrison, of Snaresbrook, who, in addition to her previous liberal con- 
tributions, had added the crowning munificent gift of the beautiful chapel 
erected ‘* to the glory of God, and for the use of the Merchant Seamen's Orphan 
Asylum,” on the ground adjoining the building. Her Ladyship had also 
furnished the grand reception-room within the building, and had given £500 
towards paying off the debt incurred in finishing it. Mr. H. Green, the trea- 
surer, had placed a like sum to the credit of the institution. Mr. Griffiths had 
presented 100 guineas, and the Corporation of the Trinity House had presented 
the children with a silver medal each on the occasion of the marriage of the 
Prince of Wales. The fancy fair at Snaresbrook, held in July last, en the 
opening of the institution, had yielded a net profit of £323. Since the date of 
the last report 12 boys and 10 girls had left the asylum, and 17 boys and 7 girls 
had been admitted at elections, The total number of children now in the 
asylum was 117, 80 boys and 37 girls, and that number would be increased to 
152 by the election that had then taken place. The anviversary dinner had 
yielded £1300, and during the year the donations had enabled the committee 
to fund »pwards of £1100, 

The 149th anniversary of the Society of Ancient Britons was celebrated in 
the Freemasons’ Tavern on Tuesday night—the Earl of Shrewsbury and Talbot 
in the chair. During the past , car this society bad taken charge of over one 
hundred children in the Welsh Charity Schools in connection therewith, 
several of whom had been provided for by being put out as apprentices, sent 
to sea, or educeted as pupil-teachers. Although the donations and subscrip- 
tions had been considerable, they had been obliged to sell out £1000 of the 
funded stock of the inetitution, on uccount of the large number of children 
claiming admission to their schools. The subscriptions for the evening 
amounted to over £1000, including £105 from the Queen. 

The sixteenth annual meeting of the Milliners’ and Dressmakers’ Institution 
was held on Monday in Willix’s Rooms. It appeared by the report that there 
were 125 members. The reccipts for the year amounted to £673, Aiter the 
payment of the current expenses and the purchase of £274 stock, there 
remained a balance of £167 in hand.

LAW AND PoLtice —The trial of a will case, which has 
employed the attention of the Lord Chief Justice of England and a jury for 
eight days, was brought to a close on Tuesday. The case was a peculiar 
one. The testator, Mr. George Nuttall, made a will, in which, after some 
legacies to various persons about him, he left his property toa relation. Soon 
afterwards a duplicate was found with an interlineation, giving some addi- 
tional property to a Mr. John Else, who had acted as factotum to the testator. 
Then a codicil was found taking still more from Mr. Nuttall’s relation and 
giving it to Else, and then another and another, till the disposition of the 
property under the will was entirely changed, and Else, and not the testator’s 
relation, became his heir. These codicils were all found by Elee—found con- 
secutively according to the dates they bore, and some of them in the most 
unlikely places. The handwriting differed from that of the will, which was 
admitted to be written by the testator himself, aud the spelling bore a sus- 
picious resemblance to Eire’s mode. The case was thoroughly and minutely 
examined, and the Lord Chief Justice oocupied six hours in summing up the 
voluminous evidence, The jury took only half an hour to return a verdict 
against Else's claim, and reinstating the testator’s relatives in possession of 
the property. 

The selection of Stangate and the new ground to be gained by the Thames 
southern embankment as a site for the new St. Thomas's Hospital was before 
Vice-Chancellor Sir W. Page Wood, on Saturday, for the purpose of having his 
decivion on the claim of the Corporation of London that by ancient charter 
they had the control over the hospital, and that the site selected was unhealthy, 
The Vice-Chancellor held that the rights of the City were, so far as the selection 
of site was concerned, set aside by the terms of the Act of Parliament author- 
ising the sale of the old hospital ; and that no such presumption of unhealthi- 
ness in the site had been made out as to warrant the interference of the Court.

ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE WAR IN SCHLESWIG, 
BURIAL OF SIXTY AUSTRIAN AND DANISH SOLDIERS AT FLENSBURG, 
Our Special Artist in Schleswig, from whom we have received the 
sketch engraved on page 228, writes us the following description of 
the scene, as witnessed by himself, in the cemetery at Flensburg, 
some days after the Germans took possession of that town :—“ The 
burial of Austrian and Danish soldiers who died of the wounds 
received at the battle of Oversee was a very impressive ceremony. 
The coffins had been placed in a large grave, the name and regiment 
being roughly chalked at the head of each coffin. Many of the dead 
had wreaths placed on their heads, and mdst of them had some ever- 
greens at their feet; twoof them,as seen in my sketch, had white 
ribbons. ‘There were sixty buried altogethey, one coffin above another 
The men belonged principally to the Austrian infantry regimen 
“ King of the Belgians,” which was frightfully cut up at the battle. A 
few Danes and Jiiger Rifles formed the remainder. 


The ceremony 
was commenced 


y the German priest and the Danish priest 
standing on the left of the grave, and repeating prayers, 
while they used small shovels to throw some earth over 
the coffins. After this the Danish priest removed to the end 
of the grave, as seen in my sketch. The German priest then com- 
menced an oration, speaking of the services which the Austrian 
fallen had rendered to their Emperor and country. The Jigers on 
the right then saluted, the band playing the Austrian Hymn, The 
Danish priest then went through the same ceremony, the band playing 
and the soldiers saluting as before. During the most solemn portion 
of this ceremony we could hear the bands of the various Austrian 
regiments marching through the town, on their way to the front, 
playing lively airs. The soldiers then threw some earth over their 
comrades and gave one last look, after which they marched off, to the 
time of a brisk ‘galop,’ perhaps to meet the same fate as those whom 
they had just left. There were a few civilians present. The effect 
of the scene was very picturesque—the dull black of the coffins 
looking more so by the contrast of the snow. The small building in 
the background is the chapel of the cemetery; the lion, partly seen, 


was erected in commemoration of those who fell at the battle of 
Idstedt in the last war.” 


SONDERBURG AND THE ISLE OF ALSEN, 

The Engraving which extends across pages 228 and 229 of our 
Paper this week is a view of the town of Sonderburg and its neigh- 
bourhood in the Isle of Alsen, taken from the windmill upon the 
heights of Diippel, immediately opposite to Sonderburg, at the ex- 
tremity of the Sundewitt penizoula. The best part of the Danish 
army, as our readers know, having intrenched itself upon the high 
ground of Diippel, under the protection of most formidable batteries, 
resists every Prussian attack. It is not, however, the fortified position 
of Diippel on the main land, but the ordinary aspect of the chief 
town of Alsen, on the other side of the narrow strait, that is shown 
in our present Iliustration. Sonderburg must, indeed, be reckoned 
not the chief town but the only town of that little island, which is 
about the size of the Isle of Wight. The townspeople, three or four 
thousand in number, are supported by a small maritime trade; but 
vessels of considerable tonnage can anchor in their harbour. The 
country behind—indeed, the whole of the Island of Alsen—offers a 
pleasant landscape of green fields and hills, orchards, groves, and 
lordly parks with fine mansions, belonging for the most part to the 
Duke of Augustenburg until he forfeited his estates by the rebellion 
of 1848, The Castle of Sonderburg, however, a large square building 
seen towards the right hand in our Engraving, has much of romantic 
history attached to it. In the thirteenth century it was the scene of 
warfare between King Christopher of Denmark and his brother, the 
Count of Holstein, resulting in a compact by which Schleswig was 
left to the son of Abel, their brother deceased.

APENRADE, LATE THE AUSTRIAN HEAD-QUARTERS, 

The town and port of Apenrade—or, as it is called in the Danish 
language, Aabenraa—is situated on a gulf of the eastern coast of 
Schleswig, some twenty miles to the north of Flensburg. The penin- 
sula of Sundewitt, now occupied by the Prussians, is formed by the 
Gulf of Apenrade te the north and by the Flensburg Fiord to the 
south. The Austrians, when they moved on from Flensburg, in the 
middle of last month, took up their quarters at Apenrade; but 
General Gablenz, the commander of the Austrian forces, remained 
there only a few days.

THE CASTLE OF GLUCKSBURG, 


The Castle of Gliicksburg, ef which we give an Engraving from 
a photograph by M. Brandt, of Flensburg, is now occupied by a 
division of the Prussian army. This place stands on the southern 
shore of the Flensburg Fiord, five or six miles distant from the 


town. It was there that the late King of Denmark died. The 
present King, as Duke of Sonderburg-Glticksburg, takes his 


family name from this estate, though it is not among the an- 
cient possessions of his family, but was given to them by a royal 
grant in 1825. Glicksburg was originally founded, in the 
thirteenth century, as a convent of Cistercian monks. This was 
broken up at the Reformation, and the place became the 
property of Duke John of Sonderburg. The elder branch 
of his lineage having expired in 1778, this domain lapsed 
to the Crown: but in 1825, as we have seen, it 
restored to the younger branch—namely, that of Sonderburg-Beck, 
from which the present King is descended. The castle, which 


built ir 1662, is a square and massive pile, almost entirely sur- 
rounded with water, a deep moat having been dug in the ground 
formerly consecrated for the churchyard of the ancient monastery. 


It is approached by a stone bridge over the moat. At each of the 
four corners of the building is a hectagonal tower, with a conical

Upon this pedestal is a female 
figure, in dead silver, gracefully reclining against a palm-tree, and 
raising one hand to an overhanging bough, while she holds a basin 
in the other hand. By her side is a panther rising on its hind legs, 
as if to drink out of the basin. Above these figures spread the palm 
branches and leaves, to which the taper-holders are affixed. The two 
smaller pieces are of no less elegant and tasteful design. They are, 
as well as the one we have described, by Messrs. Garrard, of the 
Haymarket—not made to order, but selected from their stock.

THE ALEXANDRA VASE, GIVEN TO THE PRINCESS 
OF WALES BY THE DANISH RESIDENTS IN GREAT BRITAIN, 
THIs wedding gift, presented on Tuesday to her Royal Highness the 
Princess of Wales by the Danes resident in Great Britain, has been 
designed and executed in oxydised silver by Mr. Ies Barkentin, him- 
self an Anglo-Dane. The form of the vase, which with its base is 
3 ft. 6in. in height, has been studied from the purest Greek models ; 
but the ornamentation is Scandinavian throughout, and the figures in 
the various groupe are all illustrative of either the mythology or the 
history of ancient Denmark. Upon the body of the vase and its 
neck and handles, the most characteristic of the mythological tales 
of the North are indicated in groups of figures, executed in 
repoussé work in very low relief. Here are the Scandinavian Fates, 
and the deities and heroes of the Walhalla, with the skilful artificer 
dwarfs, the battle of Aserne, the death of Balder, and other subjects 
of that kind. On each side is a large medallion of nine figures, 
one of them equestrian, in the highest relief; the proiection of these 
figures, however, has been carefully subordinated to the contour of the 
vase. In one medallion Queen Thyra Dannebod appears superintending 
the building of the Dannewerk and encouraging the workers in their

labour; and in the other medallion Queen Dagmar is represented 
interceding with her husband, Waldemar the Victorious, on behalf of 
the imprisoned peasants. Seated within the handles, the figures of 
Idun and Freia are introduced ; and the cover supports a statuette of 
Canute, the Royal Anglo-Dane, with his crown and sceptre and 
mantle of state, as he might have appeared when he rose from his 
chair beside the advancing waters of the flowing tide. Below, on a 
boss in the stem of the vase, are small medallion portraits of their 
Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales, alternating with 
the armorial bearings of the Heir Apparent of England and those of 
Denmark, as they are borne, without any heraldic difference, by the 
Princess. The vase itself is encircled with this inscription :— 
Brudegave til Danmarks Datter fra Dansk Mind og Kvinder i 
Storbritanien "—Bridal Gift to Denmark's Daughter from Danish Men 
ind Women in Great Britain. Upon the base, in low relief, are repre- 
rentations of a Vikinger fleet, a group of barrows, Druidical circles, 
and the monogram of the Princess, with the date of her marriage.

Ow the 16th of September last a very handsome testimonial was pre- 
sented to the late Dr. John Strang, for nearly thirty years Chamberlain

THE ROTTERDAM 

MUSEUM, 
Tue city of Rotterdam has suf 
fered an irreparable loss by the 
destruction of its museum in the 
Schieland Palace, which was burnt 
down on the night of the 16th ult, 
We have engraved above a pho- 
tograph of the Schieland Palace, 
It was considered the finest public 
building in the Netherlands, except 
the Royal Palace at Amsterdam. 
It was erected, in 1662, on 750 | 
large fir piles, driven 60 ft. into 
the ground, forming a site 100 ft. 
square. In the court at the back 
of the building, originally inclosed 
but now a public place, there is a 
beautiful lime-tree, which was | 
ae by William ITI., King of 
ingland and Stadtholder of 
Holland, and which has happily 
escaped injury. In 1811 this | 
municipal palace was fitted up, at 
great expense, for the residence of 
the Emperor Napoleon and the 
Empréss Maria Louisa during 
their short stay in Holland. In 
1813, Prince Naiatzin, the Russian 
Field Marshal, made it his head- 
quarters ; and in 1815 it was occu- 
pied by the Emperor Alexander 
and his suite while they were the 
guests of the Municipality.

Gerard Dow, Van der Velde, 
Ostade, Teniers, Murillo, De 
Craeyer, Jan Steen, Potter, Cuyp, 
Hobbema, Wouvermans, and 
Ruysdael; while several choice 4 

specimens of modern art, b 

Schelfhout, Koekkoek, Schotel, 

Bakhuizen, and others, had re- 

cently been added. Many—it is said a hundred and fifty—of these 
paintings, as well as some of the valuable prints, were rescued from 
the fire. though most of them are in a damaged state. In this 
museum was also a large and unique collection of Japanese por- 
celain, which, together with several marble statues, was entirely de- 
stroyed. The basement floor of the building was used for the 
School of Design, all the models and apparatus of which were de- 
stroyed. The museum was insured for £30,000, a sum far below its 
real value—which, in fact, no money can represent. It is ee 
that the fire was caused by the carelessness of the workmen employed 
in repairing the upper part of the building. Nothing, however, but 
the four walls of the Schieland Palace is now standing ; all within is 
a blackened mass of ruins, 


THE LATE KING OF THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 


WE have lately heard much of a growing civilisation and Christianity 
in that important group of islands which forms a half-way station

hotographs taken on the spot. His late Majesty Alexander Liholiho 
Folant who reigned tnder the dynastic name of Kamehameha IV., 
was born on the 9th of February, 1834. He was the grandson of 
Kamehameha the Great, being the son of Kekuanoa, a warrior of the 
times of the Conquest, a chief of high rank, who married the daughter 
of Kamehameha L., the founder of the line. It was this Kamehameha I. 
by whose military and political genius were united in one compact 
body those islands, which had previously com so many inde- 
pendent States, each having its own monarch. That was Kamehameha 
the Great. The one who has just died was Kamehameha the Good. 
It was on the 15th of December, 1854, that Kamehameha IV. ascended 
the throne of the Hawaiian Islands. Never, perhaps, did any 
Sovereign more sincerely resolve that, since he was called to bear the 
honours and with them the cares of royalty, he would faithfully 
perform its duties. He has done so, not merely as an active, keen, 
and energetic ruler, but as a zealous patron of every work of social 
improvement or instruction designed by the English Church mis- 
sionaries and others for the benefit of his people. On the 19th of June, 
1856, he married Emma, the granddaughter, by a native woman, of 
John Young, an Englishman. In May, 1858, the happiness of the 








royal marriage was completed by the birth of a son, who, unfor-

But the bent of his mind was 

still theological.” He had actually 
studied some works of contro- 
versial divinity. Since his family 
bereavement he had sought con- 
solation in translating the Book 
of Common Prayer, with a 
vigorously written preface of his 
own. It is well known that Queen 
Victoria has always taken a lively 
rsonal interest in the Hawaiian 
oyal family. At the baptism of 
the little Prince, who was to have 
been educated by the Bishop of 
Honolulu until he should be old 
enough to be sent to Eton, our 
Queen and the Prince of Wales 
were to have been the sponsors, 
personally represented on that 
occasion by the British Commis- 
sioner, Mr. W. W. Follett Synge, 
and by Mrs, Synge, as proxies. 

This interesting ceremony awaited 

only the arrival of the newly 
consecrated Bishop. Unhappily, 
before he could reach the islands, 

the young child was carried off, 

and now the father is no more,

The Bishop says he 

is a man of strong will, well-educated, and a thorough gentle- 

man ; well-disposed, moreover, like his late brother and the Queen 

Dowager, to that missionary branch of the Episcopal Church of 

England which is established in the Hawaiian Islands, ll this is 

very gratifying and very curious, if we remember how the Hawaiian 

savages, eighty-five years , killed our great sailor Captain Cook, 

and observe what a change bas since been wrought in them. The 

British Government, it is true, has long ago renounced all claim to 

annex these islands to our empire, and has recognised the independence 

of their native kingdom. There is still a sort of “moral protectorate,” 

which has thus far proved most beneficial. The best account of the 

present condition of the Sandwich Islands will be found in an 

instructive book, published a year or two since by Mr. Manley Hopkins, 

the Hawaiian Consul in London, whose brother at Honolulu is, we 
believe, King Kamehameha’s Minister of Finance.

A SKETCH of Pengwern Hall, in 
Flintshire, which was destroyed 
by fire a week or two since, is 
herewith engraved. This mansion, 
one of the noblest in the Vale 
of Clwyd, was the residence of the 
late Lord Mostyn, but has, since 
his death, been occupied by his 
brother, the Hon. T. p Lloyd. It 
was built, in 1787, y the first Sir 
Edward Lloyd, uncle to the late 
Lord Mostyn, and great-uncle to 
the present Lord. Its situation is 
very beautiful, inathickly wooded 
oak. The house was re A of 
Porinthian architecture, but with 
a certain originality in the design 
of its front. It contained not only 
a great deal of costly furniture, 
plate, and jewels, but many choice 

aintings— Dutch, Italian, and 
Fnglish — besides the rare and 
valuable library of Welsh records 
and MSS. known as the Mostyn 
Collection. Fortunately, these 
treasures are for the most part 
saved. The fire having broken 
out at four or five o’clock in the 
afternoon, hundreds of people 
soon hastened to help in —s 
it out, or in getting out whatever 
they could, and a lady of the 
family, Miss Lloyd, of Cefn, who 
resides not far from Pengwern, is 
said to have shown extraordinary 
courage, by entering the burning 
house over and over again to 
fetch some cherished heirlooms of 
the house of Lloyd. The Hon. 
Mr. Lloyd and Miss Lloyd are 
much esteemed in the neighbour- 
hood for their benevolence, and this fire is lamented as a public 
calamity throughout the Vale of Clwyd. 


LAUNCH OF THE KNIGHT COMMANDER, IRON 
STEAM-SHIP, AT DUBLIN. 


THe launch of the first large iron vessel ever builtin the port of Dublin 
is a noteworthy event in the progress of Irish industry and commerce. 
We have therefore engraved on this page a sketch of the Knight 
Commander, as she glided off her cradle into the high-tide waters of 
the Liffey, on the morning of Wednesday week. The Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, with a large company of distinguished persons, visited on 
this occasion the building-yard of Messrs. Walpole, Webb, and Bewley, 
North Wall. The Marchioness of Kildare performed the ladylike 
office of “christening” the young ship by breaking a bottle of wine 
upon the bows. Next moment the “ dog-shores,” or props by which the 
vessel was upheld, were knocked away, and she gracefully descended 
into the river, saluted by the guns of H.M.8. Ajax and by the 
cheers of 20,000 spectators. Fhe Knight Commander belongs 
to Messrs. Carlyle and Geddes, of Liverpool, and is intended for 
the Calcutta trade. Her keel was laid down in January, 1863; 
but it was necessary to go to work several months before that 
time, in order to form the ground upon which her building was to 
take place, for which purpose, by driving in piles for an embankment, 
a space was reclaimed from the swampy bottom formerly covered by 
every tide. Sheds and workshops were erected on the artificial shore, 
where about three hundred Irish workmen have been busy for the 
last twelvemonth, under skilled English and Scotch shipwrights or 
engineers, in building this fine iron steam-vessel. Her length over all

is 230 ft. ; between perpendiculars, 210 ft.; keel, 200ft.; breadth of 
beam (moulded), 36 ft. 6in. ; depth of hold, 25 ft. 3 in. to 26 ft. 8 in. ; 
registered tonnage, 1450 tons ; burden, 2500 tons. Her lower niasts, 
bowsprit, and some of the yards, are of steel manufactured by 
Messrs. Cato, Miller, and Co., and the standing rigging is of steel wire. 
The same Dublin shipbuilders are now constructing a very swift 
passenger-steamer to ply between Dublin and Kingstown, besides a 
ship of 1200 tons and several smaller craft. 

OPENING OF 


THE FIRST 


ZEALAND. 

On Tuesday, the Ist of December, a new era in the history of 
New Zealand was inaugurated by the opening of its first line 
of railway. To Canterbury province, the youngest of the five 
rincipal settlements of New Zealand, belongs the merit of having 
mn the first of them to introduce the railway locomotive and 
the electric telegraph. The sketch by Mr. R. my engraved on 
page 241 was taken on the occasion of the opening of the first portion 
of a line which is eventually to connect the seaport town of Lyttelton 
with the town or “ city” of Christchurch, the capital of the province, 
distant only six or seven miles from the port, at the head of the great 
Canterbury Plains. The line, when complete, will include a tunnel 
2800 yards long, under a range of hills 1200 ft. in height, by which 
the harbour of Lyttelton is almost surrounded, so as to be shut out 
from the town of Christchurch and from the interior. This tunnel 
was commenced two years and a half ago, and, under the able and 
indefatigable superintendence of the resident engineer of the line, 
Mr, E, Dobson, about half the length has been successfully accom-

plished. The ceremony of openin, 

the first portion of the railro: 

was performed by his Honour 
the Superintendent, who, with 
his Executive and other members 
of the Government, made the first 
trip down the line. The event, 
as may be supposed, was one of 
no ordinary interest to the pro- 
vince, and drew together a large 
number of the inhabitants. Trains 
continued to run up and down 
throughout the day, and afforded 
gratuitous rides, as well as im- 
mense amusement, to crowds of 
colony-bred young people, to 
whom a ride in a railway-train 
was, perhaps, a novelty; as well 
as to many others, who had not 
enjoyed that mode of conveyance 
since they emigrated from the 
old country. The day’s festivities 
were crowned with a déjeiiner 
given by Messrs. George Holmes 
and Co., the enterprising con- 
tractors, to which more than 500 
invited guests sat down. ‘The 
sturdy Maoris, too, who had 
laboured as “navvies,” were not 
forgotten, but were regaled by 
their employers in good old 
English style. The Lyttelton and 
Christchurch line is the beginning 
of a system of railways, to be 
carried to the north and south of 
the Canterbury province, which 
will open up millions of acres of 
splendid alluvial plain that lie 
between the coast line and the 
snow-capped ranges of the 
Southern Alps. Our Engraving 
takes in a distant view of those 
mountains, which, covered with 
perpetual snow, and as high as 
those of Switzerland, form the 
backbone of the Middle Island of New Zealand, traversing almoet 
its whole length, and leaving a space of some fifty miles in width 
along its eastern shore. This space, watered by many rivers and quite 
clear of forests, is extremely well suited, at least in Canterbury, for 
pastoral and agricultural occupation. At its southern extremity, 
within the province of Canterbury, is the rising port, or roadstead 
and village, of Timaru, which will probably become the terminus of 
the railway, about 120 miles from Chr’stchurch. The province of 
Otago, with its rich gold-fields, is still further to the south,

The inscription on the upper 
part of Commodore Burnett's tomb is as follows :—“ Sacred to the 
memory of William Farquharson Burnett, Esq., C.B., who perished, 
with 22 officers and 167 men, in the total loss of H.M.S. Orpheus, on 
the Manukau Bar, New Zealand, on Feb. 9, 1863.” On the side of

FINE ARTS. 


EXHIBITION OF THE SOCIETY OF FEMALE ARTISTS. 
We could not, if we would, conceal the fact that the exhibition of 
the Female Artists’ Society in the little gallery, Pall-mall, has this 
year retrograded rather than advanced. The retrogression is, in 
truth, so manifest, and the average quality of the pictures and drawings 
is so low, that we are compelled to ask the question, Is this society, 
after the fair trial it has had, likely to be beneficial to the class it 
was originally designed to encourage. If we are to answer this ques- 














tion with perfect frankness and honesty, and with a sincere desire 
to befriend these lady artists in their best interests, we must reluc- 


tan‘ly say that we believe it is not calculated, as at present conducted, 
to be of any real service, 

In the first place, there are so few works worthy of being regarded 
as models for imitation, that one main advantage of public exhi- 
biilons to artists contributing to them—the advantage of affording

We have nothing to add to what we have already said 
respecting our two great musical theatres, Her Majesty's and Covent 
Garden, both of which, as English opera-houses, are on the eve of 

| closing, to be forthwith reopened for the regular Italian opera season. 
Miss Louisa Pyne and Mr. Harrisen retire definitively from Covent 
Garden, their lease of that theatre having expired. Of their future 
plans respecting the prosecution of their theatrical enterprise no 
information has yet been given; but we observe that they have 
announced a concert tour in the provinces, beginning at 
Leamington on the 28th inst., and terminating in Dublin on the 
30th of April. The party is to consist of Miss Louisa Pyne, Mr. 
Harrison, Signor and Mdme. Marchesi; M. Lotto, the violinist; and 
M. George Pfeiffer, the eminent Parisian pianist. 

The Philharmonic Society has begun its fifty-second season. 
The first concert took place at the Hanover-square Rooms, as usual, 
on Monday last, Feb. 29. That being the birthday of Rossini, who 
then completed his seventy-second year—an anniversary which occurs 
only once in four years—it was determined to mark the occasion by 
making the greater part of the concert consist of a selection from 
the illustrious composer’s works, The programme accordingly 
| included two of his finest overtures—“ Semirarmide” and “The Siege 
| of Corinth ;” and all the vocal pieces were from his pen. They were 
| the grand aria, “ Riedi al soglio,” from “ Zelmira,” sung by Mdme. 
Parepa ; the cavatina, “ Di piacer,” from “ La Gazza Ladra,” sung by 

the same lady ; the tenor air, “Cujus animam gementem,” from the 
| “Stabat Mater,” sung by Mr. Wilbye Soopers and the great duet, 
| “ Rosserena, O caro,” from “ Guglielmo Tell,” sung by Mdme. Parepa 

and Mr. Cooper. The miscellaneous portion of the concert included 
a MS. symphony by Cherubini, composed expressly for the 
Philharmonic concerts ; Beethoven's symphony in D ; Mozart’s piano- 
forte concerto in D minor, performed by Mdme. Arabella Goddard ; 
and a solo on the oboe, played by Mer. W. Crozier. All these 
pieces, admirable in themselves, were as admirably performed, 
and the audience expressed their satisfaction with extraordinary 
warmth. Cherubinis symphony excited great interest. It was 
written about forty years ago, when the author was in this country. 
| It was never published; and the score, in the composer's own hand- 
writing, is in the society’s possession, an interesting relic of one of 
the greatest of modern musicians, When first performed, it seems 
somehow to have failed to make an impression; and from that time 
till its present revival it has remained on the shelves of the society's 
library. By the good judgment of the present directors it has now 
been rescued from oblivion, and has been found to be a work ot the 
highest order, worthy of the illustrious name of Cherubini. Most 
carefully performed by the magnificent orchestra, under the direction 
of the able conductor, Professor Bennett, its beauties were fully dis- 
played, and it was listened to with admiration and pleasure. Mame.

Parepa sang with a power and brilliancy which 
no prima donna of the day could have excelled; and Mr. Wilbye 
Cooper maintained his reputation as a sound and excellent artist. 
Altogether, this was one of the best and most successful concerts ever 
given by the Philharmonic Society, a concert which gives auspicious 
augury of the season now begun. 

At the Monday Popular Concert, the same evening, Arabella 
Goddard, who had been delighting the Philharmonic audience at the 
Hanover-square Rooms, again delighted the audience at St. James's 
Hall by her exquisite performance of Sterndale Bennett's pianoforte 
sketches, entitled “The Lake, the Millstream, and the Fountain.” 
These beautiful little descriptive pieces, so full of graceful fancy, 
were applauded with enthusiasm. In other respects, too, the concert 
was higbly agreeable, including, as it did, a quintet of Mendelssohn, 
a trio of en. and vocal pieces of Schubert, Benedict, Weber, 
and Mendelssohn, sung by Mdme. Rudersdorff and Miss Banks. 

The first trial by the Musical Society of London this season 
of new orchestral compositions by members of the society took 
place on Wednesday evening, the 24th of February, at the Hanover- 
square Rooms. This, we think, is one of the most important objects 
accomplished by this society. A great obstacle to the progress of 
young aspirants to musical fame in this country is the extreme diffi- 
culty they experience in obtaining a hearing for their essays in 
composition, ee when they require the aid of an orchestra; 
and this great help the society affords them. Of new compositions 
submitted to the council by the members, a certain number, con- 
sisting of those which appear to possess the largest amount of merit, 
are selected every season for trial, and are performed with the utmost 
care by a magnificent orchestra. Thus they receive every justice, 
and those which show remarkable excellence are afterwards produced 
at the public concerts of the society. At the trial last week the 
pieces performed were: Symphony, by Adolph Gollmick; a 
concerto for the flute, composed by Mr. G. A. Macfarren, and 
played by Mr. Radcliffe; overture in E, “Endymion,” by Miss 
Alice Mary Smith, a lady associate; overture in OC, “ The 
Bridal Wreath,” by E. Aguilar; overture to a comedy, 
by R. Harold Thomas ; and overture in A, by C. A. Ba Of every 
one of these pieces we can truly say that its merit entitled it to the 
honour of being chosen for performance on this occasion. Mr. 
Gollmick’s symphony gave ample proof of his knowledge of the works 
of the great classical masters, especially Haydn and Mozart, whom he 
has taken for his models in form and style. Miss Alice Smith's over- 
ture to “Endymion” isa remarkable instance of success in a branch 
of the musical art seldom cultivated by composers of her sex. It is 
fresh, elegant, and graceful. Of Mr. Macfarren’s flute concerto, as a 
composition, we need not speak, He haslong since “ won his spur ;” 
but Mr. Radcliffe, who played it, gave promise of being a performer 
of the highest order. Mr. Aguilar’s overture is the prologue to a 
comic opera not yet brought on the stage, but possessed of merits 
which can scarcely fail to ensufe success. Mr. Harold Thomas's 
work—an overture to a comedy—is light, sparkling, melodious, and 
full of spirit. There was a large audience, consisting of members of 
the society and invited visitors ; and the performance of these trial- 
compositions, in which the orchestra was ably directed by Mr. Frank 
Mori, was a pleasant and interesting evening's entertainment. 


THE THEATRES, 


Princess’.—On Saturday Shakspeare’s eccentric ‘‘ Comedy 
of Errors” was presented, in order to give “the Brothers Webb” an 
opportunity of astonishing the London public, as they had already 
astonished many country audiences, with the portraiture of the two 
Dromios. Our readers are aware that this early and primitive play 
is an adaptation from the “ Menechmi” of Plautus, and consists of 
the mistakes which arise from the resemblance of two pairs of twins. 
Shakspeare presents to us this plot with more than its original 
improbability, and nowhere makes an effort to reduce its 
But, instead of this, the poet supplies a psychological reference by way 
of explanation, the subtlety of which is characteristic of Shakspeare’s 
mind. In the events of the story he supposes an inner relation to the 
character of the familiesin which the twins are born.

curtain. The similarity of the two Dromios is so decided, in con- 
sequence of the remarkable likeness between Mr. Charles Webb and 
Mr. Henry Webb, that the audience failed manifestly to distinguish 
one from the other until they both appeared together at the con- 
clusion of the play. From the want of that close resemblance 
between Mr. Vining and Mr. Nelson, the Antipholus of Syracuse 
could not be in like degree identified with the Antipholus of Ephesus, 
and thus ensues a want of balance. The comedy, moreover, is no 
doubt injured by abridgment in its higher qualities, and made to 
partake more of those of farce than intended by the poet. It is true 
that Coleridge even regards it as a farce; but his dictum is rightly 
disputed by Gervinus, who properly points out that the comic parts 
of the piece are made to stand upon a thoroughly tragic background, 
which, however, so far from interfering with the extravagant scenes 
in the foreground, only serves to render them the more conspicuous. 
Nevertheless, as he insists, it appears momently with sufficient im- 
portance to subordinate the superficial and weak impression of a 
mere farce, of which, to adopt his words, “ the kernel as well as the 
shell consisted in the mistakes of those similar twins.” He further 


| observes that “the hostilities between Syracuse and Ephesus form 


the farthest chiaroscuro background, upon which the whole picture is 
drawn, the comic parts of which can scarcely be considered more fasci- 
nating and exciting than the tragic.” That the esthetic valuecf the piece 
has been so far disturbed may be admitted ; and we much regret that 
in this year of Shakspearean celebration the poet’s works should be 
presented anywhere in a mutilated shape. But, on the other hand, an 
acceptable adaptation has been produced, illustrated with some beau- 
tiful scenery, and so acted as to create a strong impression in favour 
of the two Dromios, so marvellously identified in the persons of the 
brothers Webb, as to whom we must allow that “ Nature is above 
Art.” The performance was unequivocally successful and was received 
with irrepressible laughter. We think, however, that the effect would 
be improved if Mr. David Fisher were placed in the part of Antipholus 
of Ephesus: he is much more like Mr. Nelson, both in appearance 
and manner, than Mr. Vining; and the closer resemblance would be 
an appreciable advantage.
